Such a dog is of 
little value, for he drives the stock 
away as often as he brings them back 
I to the pen they have left. Such a dog 
might have developed Into a good on#*. 
It was the rault of the master that he 
wa9 never trained. 
Let no man for­ 
get how Important it Is to have his 
(*dog well trained and carefully edu­ 
cated to do his bidding. 
The green 
uirrained dog is like the unbroken colt 
or the new hired man.

Constantinople, Nov. ll.—The out­ 
break of cholera is assuming serious 
proportions. Twenty-three cases had 
occurred among the troops along the 
Tchatalja lines up 
to 
Wednesday. 
There are many more suspected cases 
among the wounded. A train load of 
wounded has just reached here, eight 
of th^ soldiers having died on the 
way, presumably of cholera. 
The disease is getting a firmer hold 
on account of the massing of troops 
the lack of proper food and the com­ 
plete absence of sanitary arrange­ 
ments. The danger to Constantinople 
is great on account of the influx of 
refugees. Already several suspected 
easpg among the latter have been re­ 
ported. The authorities are prepar­ 
ing a special quarantine hospital with 
400 beds at Sirkeji. 
The frequent visits of 
the 
Aus­ 
trian Ambassador, Marquis de Palla- 
vicini, to the Porte are attracting at­ 
tention. Yesterday he visited the For­ 
eign Minister .According to the Turk­ 
ish newspaper, Ikdam, 
he 
declared 
hat, in view of the phase which the 
Balkan situation has entered the in­ 
terests of Austria and Turkey have 
become identical. 
The authorities permit only three 
newspapers to be published. One of 
these says that differences have aris­ 
en among the Powers and argues that 
if Turkey profits by 
this 
precious 
time and inflicts some defeats on her 
enemies, the proposals of the triple 
entente will lose their importance. 
According to advices from Adrian- 
ople, the bombardment continues. The 
Turks are now using aeroplanes. 
The Vail has gone into the fight­ 
ing lines, and an attack by the Bul­ 
garians Friday night was repulsed 
with heavy losses. 


TRIED TO 
OBEDIENT TO NATURE’S LAW 


Election Officers Receive Anonymous 
Circular Designed to Bluff 
Them. 


About the most vicious scheme of 
intimidation discovered lately is a 
threat mailed out to election officials 
a few days before election. It amount­ 
ed to nothing more than an attempt 
to coerce them into 
ignoring 
the 
grandfather clause, a number of elec­ 
tion officers 
in 
Pontotoc 
county 
brought in their copies of this re­ 
markable document which is given 
below. From the union label it was 
evidently printed ut Oklahoma City, 
but all received in this county bore 
the Ada postmark. There was nothing 
by which 4he sender could be identi­ 
fied, he well knowing that the con­ 
sequences of attempting to bull doze 
election officers might not be pleas­ 
ant. It is probable 
that the 
same 
plan was resorted to in every part 
oi the state *n the endeavor to get in 
a few mare negro votes. 
Here is 
the full tt|xt of this remarkable doc­ 
ument: 
“Talk it over with your wife, Mr. 
Flection Official! And remember that 
you will go to the penitentiary if you 
violate the Federal 
Election 
Law*, 
and not Governor Cruce nor his broth 
or. Attorney A. C. Cruce. You will re­ 
member that the latter defended Beall 
and Quinn, who last year were con­ 
victed in the United States Court at 
Enid and sentenced to the penitentiary 
for violating the Federal Election Law 
and the state paid the attorneys in 
these cases about $14,000 for defend­ 
ing these two 
men. 
This 
averages 
about $7,000 per case. It is nor likely 
that the people of this state, already 
overburdened with taxes, will be will­ 
ing to continue to pay out $7,000 ev­ 
ery time an election official violates 
the Federal Statutes. The people are 
not sufficiently anxious to enrich the 
governor’s brother, Attorney 
A. 
C. 
Cruce. Besides, what’s the use? Where 
coin iction is sure, there is nothing 
gained by paying out big sums of 
money for attorney fees. That is to 
say, there is nothing gained by any­ 
one but the attorney. 


C onstant Changa (loss On, But Amati* 
can Race la Not Threatened 
W ith Extinction. 


An o Cf active argument against tho 
theory advanced once in & while that 
Americans ara becoming degenerate 
and ara bound to die out, a complaint 
alto made by the English concerning 
themselves, Is advanced by Lieut. Col. 
Charles E. Woodruff, Medical corps, U. 
8. army, who la now atatloned In the 
Philippines. 
“There la no ground for such absurd 
pessimism,” aays Woodruff, “though 
as a matter of faot there is plenty 
of evidence that certain types In each 
nation (British and American) do have 
a higher death rate than others and 
that there is a constant slow change 
In the general average. Both civiliza­ 
tions have been built up by Immi­ 
grants and It is a law of nature that 
change of racial residence la always 
followed by extinction or alteration of 
type through the survival of the fittest 
for the new environment. 
“Moreover, there has been a con­ 
stant Immigration into the British is­ 
lands from the beginning of things hu­ 
man, and the Influx of new blood has 
always 
kept 
civilization 
humming, 
even lf each Invasion in olden times 
did destroy part of what It found. 
Tha same phenomenon Is being 
re­ 
peated lh America with the sole dif­ 
ference that the invaders, except In 
Mexico and Peru, have not destroyed, 
but are constantly building up. The 
process of decay of certain types is 
also quicker In America and the new 
blood comes into prominence sooner 
than In England. 
“Very few of the descendants of the 
i signers of our Declaration of 
Inde­ 
pendence are In public life and most 
of them are nonentities, while Immi­ 
grants and sons of Immigrants are in 
the seats of the mighty. The descend­ 
ants of the signers of Magna Charta 
controlled England for many centuries, 
though none of that stock is In evi­ 
dence now, while the present control­ 
ling elements date back 
some 
cen­ 
turies and very few are recent arrivals 
from the continent. 
“It is high time that we find out who 
are the fittest in each part of America. 
Every bit of evidence Is of some value 
and that Is the reason why the tre­ 
mendous victories of the American 
Olympic athletes have such a scientific 
and popular interest.”
